state. 
Indications are that other fruits in 
the county also will be ^plentiful this 
year. 
The bloom on apricot trees,

every reason to believe that large 
crops of peaches and cherries also 
will be harvested, the growers say. j 
As yet it is too early to make an 
estimate on the apple crop in the 
county, but indications are that the 
production will 
be 
abundant, 
In 
Franklin county and through sections 
of the Shenandoah valley, the peach 
trcees are reported to have been seri­ 
ously injured by the extremely cold 
weather of the past winter, with the re­ 
sult that the crop will be not more 
than IO per cent of normal. 
No Peach Damage 
In Adams county, however, com­ 
mercial raisers of peaches say that 
-o far as they have been able to as- 
~ certain no such misfortune

their trees, and a normal crop is ex­ 
pected.
